The officers are 111 ex-offieere of the German Army, vho were Ps in the 
USSR, and have been to the Aniidfa School. The majority of the police are 
young mon between the ayes of 18 and 25, who have joined either for the 
sake of adventure or besausa of boredom with their previous fobs. Those 
returned from tha USSR are in the ninority. Their enlistment is for 10
